30. (Previously presented) The method of claim 29, wherein the therapeutic 
agent is selected from the group consisting of ropinirole, pramipexole, cabergoline, 
bromocriptine, lisuride, pergolide, L-DOPA and apomorphine. 

31. (Previously presented) The method of claim 27, wherein the therapeutic agent is a 
dopamine agonist. 

32. (Previously presented) The method of claim 14, wherein the dyskinesia is 
levodopa-induced dyskinesia. 

33. (Previously presented) The method of claim 14, wherein the compound is 
topiramate, and the dyskinesia is levodopa-induced dyskinesia. 

34. (Previously presented) The method of claim 14, wherein the dyskinesia is 
associated with apomorphine treatment.
